Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant called to discuss the invention in view of the prior art used 
jn the rejection. Applicant pointed out distinctions in the structure and is considering further defining such structure. 
For example, Applicant's seal has inner and outer walls of different lengths; the lip profiles are radial projections from 
the surfaces of the wall portions; and the rib does not extend the full axial length of either wall/leg. An amendment 
further defining the wall lengths and/or rib lengths appears to overcome the rejection using Schofield since the legs of 
Schofiled appear to be the same length. Any amendment would require at least further consideration . 
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
